TO QUIT WORK IN S Y M P A T H Y 


WITH T E A M ST E R S. 


Chicago, May IO.—The large depart­ 
ment stores and the express companies 
have resumed business on almost nor­ 
mal basis. 
They sent their wagons in­ 
to the extreme parts 
of the city, in 
some instances without police protec­ 
tion 
and transacted 
their 
business 
without interruption or trouble of a 
serious character. 
Sixteen hundred teams were at work 
and 
the number 
will be 
increased. 
Notwithstanding this apparent gain in 
traffic there are strong indications that 
the strike will spread within the next 
few* days, not only 
among the team­ 
sters, hut will involve other unions as 
well. 
The drivers of the Wenig Team­ 
ing conli any, a large concern, chiefly 
engaged in delivering flour, went out 
during the day when one of their num­ 
ber w’as discharged for refusing to de­ 
liver Hour to a boycotted house. 
The 
Wenig company is a strong factor in 
the teamowners’ 
association, which 
has heretofore sided rather with tile 
team sters’ union than with the employ­ 
ers’ association. 
Its stand in line with 
the latter organization was something 
of a surprise. 
in some quarters it was feared that 
the 
strike of 
the Wenig 
company’s 
drivers would produce a shortage in 
the supply of flour, but the officers of 
the company say that they have a sup­ 
ply sufficient to last the city for a week 
and that at the expiration of that time 
they will be able to make deliveries as 
before. 


Strike Failed to Materialize. 


For some time 
in the afternoon it I 
was reported 
that a strike 
of team- I 
sters employed by the Crane company 
was 
imminent. 
This concern 
is an 
immense 
manufacturer of 
elevators 
and plumbing 
supplies and its shut 
down would be a serious detriment to 
many building operations now in prog­ 
ress. 
The threat to strike was caused 
by the discharge of two team sters who 
refused to make deliveries as ordered. 
The officials of the union sanctioned 
the strike, but it did not occur, as an 
adjustment was reached. 
There were numerous clashes in the 
street, during the day between the po­ 
lice and union teamsters who attempt­ 
ed to block the pa sage of the wagons 
of the Employers’ Teaming company. 
There were also a number of attacks 
made on nonunion men by workmen in 
buildings who 
pelted them with 
all 
sorts of m issiles from a safe distance. 
These fights were all in the character 
of rear guard attacks and bore no re­ 
semblance to the open violence com­ 
mitted last week. 
The most serious 
fight of the day was at Lake ami Clark 
streets 
where 
teamsters 
formed 
a 
blockade and brought about a conges­ 
tion of traffic and a series of fights that 
blocked the streets in that section of 
the city for the greater part of an hour. 
Nobody was seriously 
hurt. 
Numer­ 
ous arrests were made.

Mr. Eddy said only 
two union men were working for his 
company, both of whom by permission 
of tin* union, drive wagons containing 
government money.

made by the Union Pacific Railroad 
company for the president’s comfort. 
The Union Pacific transmitted over 
its wires the fresh news of the day, 
which was 
delivered in its 
regular 
bulletin form to the 
president, wffio 
was pleased with 
this innovation in 
keeping his train in touch with the 
news of the world.

london, May IO.— Ambassador J. H. 
Choate was 
formally called 
to the 
Itench of the Inner Temple at night. 
The ceremony was strictly private, not 
even members of other Inns of Court 
being present. 
The function took the 
form of an ordinary dinner in the old 
dining hall which 
Queen Elizabeth 
opened in 1570 and in which before 
Queen Elizabeth, Shakespeare acted 
‘As You Lika It.” 
Several rules were 
suspended In honor of tho American 
ambassador. The members fully robed 
took up places about bare oaken ta­ 
bles and 
the benchers filed 
in, Mr. 
Choate leading the parade, though the 
newest member is usually last. 
The 
benchers passed down the center of 
the assem bly to a raised table. 
The 
usual simple meal was served. 
The 
benchers afterward retired to the prin­ 
cipal chamber for dessert, Mr. Choate 
this time walking last. 
As he seated 
himself at the table the assemblage 
cheered 
enthusiastically, many 
old 
lawyers jumping on the tables in their 
enthusiasm. 
At the door he spoke for 
ten minutes, saying 
it was a great 
honor to have his name enrolled among 
the great men of the Inner Temple- 
Mr. Choate was elected unanimously 
a member 
of the Inner 
Temple on 
April IO. 
Five signers of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence were members 
of the Inner Temple, 
but since that 
time until the election of Mr. Choate 
no American has been a member.
